BUDGET FORECAST 
Budget forecasts provided for a 
| 1945 revenue of $433,000,000, a re- 
}duction of $8,000,000 from 1944, 
Prior to the war the railway showed 
revenue in excess of $300,000,000 in 
only one year, 1928, 
Operating expenses for the first 
nine months of 1945 were $265,- 


247,000, a reduction of $1,690,000 


from the same period of 1944, The 
1945 budget provided for expendi- 
tures of $354,800.000, a decrease of 
$7,700,000 from 1944, 


Assuming our forecasts are found 
to be reasonably correct we shall 
have net revenue in 1945 of $78,- 
200,000 compared with $78,600,000 in 


1944 and afier providing for other 
income charges and for interest 
payable to the public and to the 


government we expect to report an 
overall surplus of $25,000,000 or $2 
000,000 more than in 1944.” 


CAN MAKE PROFIT 

Mr. Vaughan said it was obvious 
from the figures given that with 
volume the railway could be oper- 
ated at a profit 

Due to shortages of labor and 
materials, repairs and renewals not 
immediately essential had to be de- 
ferred and to this extent a reserve 
had been provided by direct charg- 
es to operating expenses. At the end 
of 1944 this reserve totalled $34,

The Ninth Victory Loan campaign 
started off with three large corporations 
putting in applications for bonds in 
amounts ranging from eight millions to 
twenty-two millions.

Concentrate on the Possible

What seems quite plainly to be needed 


is that the line be drawn between houses 


which can be made habitable quickly and 


those which cannot-—with the prevailing 
scarcities—be made ready 
months. The sensible thing to do is to use 


for several 


what supplies can be got to finish those 
houses which can be finished w:thin say, a 
month; regardless of priorities which have 
been granted in respect to others which are 
not so far advanced. 

On paper this would be discrimination 
against the builder who has been promised 
lumber or fixtures for a house he started 
late in the summer. But the discrimination 
would not be serious, for he has no prospect | 
of getting a tenant in the house for months 
to come anyway. As between handing out | 
materials and fittings in the strict order in | 
which priorities were granted, and turning 
these supplies over to builders who have 
houses all but ready for use, the choice is 
obvious. 

When winter closes down it will be bet- 
ter to have a hundred houses ready for 
people to move into than to have these and 
a thousand others standing uninhabitable 
“First come first served” is a good rule, 
but not when it means leaving people with- 
out shelter in winter weather. The distri- 
bution of supplies should be governed at 
this critical time by the urgent necessity of 
getting as many houses as possinle finished 
quickly. Other considerations are minor. 

An official on the ground, with power to 
distribute the supplies in the lignt of a | 
clear understanding of what can ana what 
cannot be done, is what the situation calls

Canadian Citizenship 
The bill to “define” Canadian citizen- 
ship is before parliament. It proposes to 
do that, and something more, though 


there are no very sweeping changes in- 
volved. Every person born in Canada, every 
person who 1s naturalized, and every Brit- 
ish subject residing in Canada, is to be 
given specific statutory recognition as a 
Canadian citizen. All others will be legally 
classed as aliens. 

This does not change any person's 
Status, But it gives a new and clearer 
definition of what each person's status is 
and has been recognizea to be. By irfer- 
ence, however, a Canadian woman will not 
lose her citizenship just because her hus 
band does so, and a woman who is an 
alien resident in Canada may acquire cili- 
zenship though her husband does not 

This part of the bill seems to be in 
tended mainly to stimulate nationa! con- 
sciousness. It should help to obscure racia! 
differences and to emphasize the fact of 
common ciuzenship among Canadians of 
all origins. 

In another section the bill proposes a 
wholesome change in the procedure by 
which an alien is to be admitted to citizes 
ship. It provides that an applicant for 
naturaliation be given instruction in the 

bilities as well as the privileges of 
a citizen, and that these be impressed upon , 
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cant ceremony. 

This change is long overdue, Naturaliz- 
ation has been conferred on a too free- 
and-easy plan. The procedure has been so 
simple and so private that there has been 
little in it to impress the new citizen with 
a sense of the obligations and duties he 
assumes. The public only know who has 
been naturalized if and when they read 
the official list of those who have gone 
before a judge and signed on the dotted 
line. 

It is high time that the acquiring of 
Canadian citizenship was placed on the 
same plane of importance as, say, gradua- 
tion from a university. Those who seek the 
opportunities and _ privileges involved 
should understand beyond any question 
that they must also assume responsibilities 
of the most serious kind Responsibilities 
which in certain circumstances might 
mean the difference between being de- 
ported as an alien for an offence against 
the state and being hanged for treason to 
the country to which he has sworn alleg- 
jance. .

War on Enemy Pigeons

people that the Germans had a 
very efficient pigeon service; fur- 
ther, that unindentified birds were 
passing backwards and forwards 
over the English coast. It was es- 
sential to stop them, and the natural 
counter was the falcon—the pig- 
eon's natural enemy. 

“I suppose we were picked for the 
job because nobody else knew any- 
thing about falconry. It just hap- 
nened that we were a couple of 
lunatics who had studied and prac- 
tised the old sport of hawking as 
a hobby before the war. And we 
were askéd to take on the job 

“First, we had to find our hawks 
We caught wild faleons (passage 
hawks as they are called), took eye- 
asses—they are young birds—from 
the eyries on the cliffs. Dangling 
on a rope over a cliff was a bit 
tough on the nerves, but it had to 
be done Then we trained the 
birds, and finally, we made such 
progress with practice, that we were 
able to put hawks in the air an

In Terrible Physical Condition—Many 
Are Hospitalized

At the start of the 27-day Battle of Corregidor we had 
in the neighborhood of 11,000 men, opposed to a force of about 
250,000 whose forward elements were a little less than two 
miles to the north of us, on Bataan, and six miles to the south 
of us, at Cavite. 

Corregidor is a sloping, pollywog-shaped rock cover- 
ing less than two square miles and is a little over a half a 
mile wide at its widest point. 

At the start it was armed with two modern 12-inch rifles; 
about a dozen 12-inch mortars, a few 10-inch disappearing 
guns (which could fire only out to sea); some S-inch disap- 
pearing guns (also unable to be turned either toward Bataan 
or Cavite) ; several 155 mm. guns similarly handicapped; four 
batteries of mobile 155 mm. guns; several small batteries of 
3-inch guns able only to protect our mine fields, and 48 field 
guns of 75 mm. calibre which were strung along the beaches. 
Of the 48 guns, 46 were knocked out by the time the Japs fin- 
ally began their landings. 

About 2,000 men and women 
managed to get out of Bataan on 
the night of April 8-9 in barges 
and boats. Among these were 300 
survivors of the Thirty-First In- 
fantry — American boys — a num-

or establish small businesses be given financial assistance. 


These requests have been urged 
upon the government in the past, 
without effect. But the fact that 
this request is being made at the 
Suggestion of businessmen them- 
selves will give it especial weight 
at Ottawa, 

The request arose out of the fact 
that prominent Edmonton business- 
men who have given their time vol- 
untarily for the purpose of advising 
returned men contemplating going 
into business report that to do this 
they have found that it is impossible 
to arrange credit for the returned 
men through established business 
agencies 
SAVINGS ONLY CAPITAL 

At the present time the returned 
man who wishes to establish a small 
business finds that the only sources 
from which he can obtain capital 
are his savings, his gratuities, and 
his re-establishment credit. In the 
best of cases these may amount to 
around a $3,000 average total. He 
may also draw benefits while await- 
ing returns. These benefits are 
based on the earnings of the busi- 
ness and his indebtedness and may 
be continued up to one year, or to 


the serviceman’s period of service, |

One of the most charming con- 
certs ever heard here was that 
given at the Empire theatre Tues- 
day night by the Trapp Family 
Singers in opening the regular 
subscription Celebrity Concert 


Series sponsored by the Women’s | 


Musical Club. 

It was known last June that a 
tapacity audience would greet the 
singers, as at that time the reserved 
seats were exhausted. But it was 
hot known until just before the con- 
cert was due to commence thal the 
Trapps would not arrive in the city 
until more than half an hour after 
they were scheduled to appear at 
the Empire, and that the event 
would be more than an hour late 
fin starting as a result of a train 
derailment between here and Cal- 
gary. 

REAL TRIBUTE 

Thus, it would have surprised no 
one if some of the anticipation and 
enthusiasm of the audience had 
worn off in the unexpected waiting 


period, It is a great testimonal to 
the artistry of the group that the 
audience was keen, and fully ap- 


preciative throughout. 


Lesser. artists might have lost 
out in the warmth of their re- 
ception. In one of her explana- 
tory comments, Baroness Maria 
Agusta von Trapp pointed out 
that one of the things that makes 
a nation great is its family life, 
and music was a mainspring in 
fostering family life. That is the 
point that impressed itself inde- 
I'bly as one heard the program. 
it was an evening with a highly 
talented, charming cultured fa- 
mily, whose achievements em- 
braced a scope wher than music 
alone. 

There were no tuning forks 
other mnedium by which “A” 
sounded give true pitch.
